HE Capital Times is in receipt of a 
letter from Limerick, Ireland, from 


Frederick Joseph Phillips, a Madison man. 
Mr- Phillips' home is at 308 East Wash- 
mgion avenue. 


In his letter Mr. Phillips discusses con- 


ditions in Ireland and encloses an article 
by Amos Pinchot which appeared in the 
American Magazine and which has been 
reprinted -extensively in publications in 
Ireland. We are printing the Pinchot 
article on'this page today, Mr, Phillips' 
letter follows: 


I am sending you a little bit of information 


••'regards the »tate of things as I see them 
her* in Ireland. Now things don't look very 
pleasing to ray point of view as the whole thing 
is up to Uliter to give in to a Sinn Fein Par- 
liament for all Ireland but they >von't do it or 
will they help to bring peace to this country 
by coming half way and meet the terms out- 
lined by Lloyd George and what is more I am 
greatly afraid that things may come to a bac 
pass as the result. Nobody knows just how this 
conference is going to end up and besides Eng- 
land h*s got her hands full just now with labor 
troubles and as there is over 1,000,000 men idle 
in the British Isles not to mention the fighting 
in India and all I can say is this: It is a pretty 
fine kettle of fish. Now what is needed in Ire- 
land is a flrm offer of Dominion status of nation- 
hood with full fiscal and financial freedom anc 
with tho army and navy left under a single im- 
perial control. And as there are three essen- 
tials of a durable Irish settlement these woulc 
be as follows: 


1. Recognition of Irish nationality. 
2. Embodiment of Irish unity. 
3. Government of Irish design. 
I have also some Interesting facts for your 


paper but won't state them here. Expect to 
leavo some time in January and will give- there 
to you in person. The Capital Times are pass- 
ed around by me and everybody here takes 
pleasure in reading them. And being an Amer- 
ican citizen I send my best wishes to your paper 
and to them that read it. 


The fight that the Irish are making for 


freedom is attracting the admiration of 
liberty loving people throughout the 
world. When it is recalled that so pow- 
erful a statesman as Lloyd George is pre- 
cluded from attending so important a 
world meeting as the conference at 
Washington because of affairs in Ireland 
some estimate can be made of the heroic 
fight being made by the unarmed and 
small island against a great empire. 


In spite of the thoroughness and the 


extensiveness of English propaganda in 
this country, such propaganda cannot 
overcome the inherent longing in every 
soul, to whom liberty means something, 
for the success of the Irish fight for 
freedom.

be regarded by 'some one of your readers as 
the product of a pessimist looking- at the future 
through some dark glasses. 
Nevertheless', a 


spear of straw cast upon the surface of an ap- 
parently quiet body of water will indicate its 
current. The sores and ulcers on the world's 
body today are danger signals, and should be 
heeded. 
; 


Aware of the existing facts, the overburdened 


and struggling nations of the world are look- 
ing toward Washington for relief, with the one 
thought in the foreground, "Will the disarma- 
ment conference be a success, or will it be a 
failure." So far harmony seems to prevail, 
however it is rather premature to forecast any 
probable results, as the task is a stupendous 
one, 
involving many delicate problems and ob- 


stacles to be solved. There is no doubt, but 
what some concrete form of an understanding 
will be reached. Uncle Sam is holding several 
heavy trumps in his hand and his invited guests 
are aware of it and it is hoped, that they will 
not ignore the wishes of their host altogether. 
The kernel docs not lie in the possible ac- 
complishment of an agreement, but rather in 
the strict adherence to it in a true and Christian 
spirit. The destiny of men and nations 
are 


shaped by their own salvation and deeds and 
not by fate. 
An open pitfall can be avoided, 


but one slightly covered over is a veal danger. 
Treaties have been made amongst nations in all 
history and cast aside just as quickly as 
an opportunity presented itself and an ap- 
petite created 
for 
more territory, of an 


ambition for conquest, personal 
gain 
and 


commercial supremacy, interwoven with hatred 
and envy proved strong enough to warrant an 
attack by any one nation or combination of 
such, relying on their superior power to force 
their terms upon their .intended victim and 
thus satisfy their lust and desire to loot and 
to reap where they have not sown. An PXCUSP 
or a loophole to get around an already existing 
treaty is always quick'ly found or else made to 
order, frequently under the cloak of humanity 
and other inspiring ideals that when 
bared, 


prove to be mere mcckery. The weak ones have 
always been the football of the strong ones. • 


The machinery of time and event revolves 


slowly but ceaseless. Plans for the destruction 
of nations are 'not worked out over night, but 
is usually the work of years in advance of the 
grewsome drama to be staged, planned by 
shrewd and cunning diplomats and statesmen, 
spinning their spider-webs under the cover of 
darkness and behind closed doors. Those walk- 
ing in a righteous path need not fear the light, 
the insidious ones are always trying to cover up 
their tracks. 


Taking into account the treaty of 'Versailles, 


a document molded by the passion and fury o£ 
man, 
sealed with the seal of the demons, drip- 


ping with blood and misery and bearing the 
stamp of future wars on the face of.it, one is 
inclined to feel rather sceptical regarding the 
final outcome of the present conference. Hell's 
fire is smouldering under the charred ruins of 
civilization and broken pledges, 
fa fined by 


spite and vengeance. An enforced peace, by 
means of arms is contrary to the laws of na- 
ture and contrary to the nature of man. 
It 


breeds revenge and is like a top heavy struc- 
ture, that does cither collapse or topple over. 


Analyzing present conditions, one doubts the 


possibility of erecting a temple of peace on a 
foundation such as mankind can offer today. 
Can a war mad world armed to the teeth be 
changed all of a sudden to that of a peace lov- 
ing community? Can a lion be transformed 
into a lamb? It might be possible to some ex- 
tent, if thst section of the -press, that prepared 
the way for the war by lashing the emotions 
of the people to the highest pitch of tempest 
and madness, would now exerciso its influence 
in the opposite direction by pouring oil on the 
troubled waters, smoothing and righting the 
much disturbed equilibrium of mankind. 


As long as man's heart is ruled by selfishness 


and revenge, instead of love and good will as 
taught by the Savior and heralded by the 
Angles; peace on Earth, Good Will to Man, 
there is but a small chance of abolishing war. 


Much good could be accomplished if the pul- 


pits all over the world could present the sub- 
ject in the true light of the gospel,' instea'd of 
sowing discord and hatred, as unfortunately has 
been done in late years. There would be no 
need of any disarmament conference, if man's 
impulse were guided by a. Godly and brotherly 
spirit, as weapons would be welded into plough- 
shares. Islah 2-4. 


That Golden and promised age will come, but 


at present mankind is far from it yet. 


Whatever the putcome of the notable gather- 


ing may be, one thing is certain, a start in the 
right direction has been made and the founda- 
tion laid, upon which future generations may 
erect the long wished for temple of peace, "pro- 
viding the threatening storm at tho distant 
horizon does not demolish it,—George Bareis, 
118 North Hancock St.

ARMS CONFERENCE SHOULD ABOLISH 


USE OF POISON GAS IN WARFARE, 


SAYS NOTED CHEMIST 


D 


R. IRA REMSEN, the Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity authority on chemistry, who is 


author of several text books, declared in a re- 
cent interview that he would be very glad If the 
conference on armaments abolished forever the 
use of poison gas in warfare. 


Looking into the future with his intimate 


knowledge of the possibilities of chemistrpr, Dr. 
Remsen could see one fiendish preparation for 


the infliction of human mis- 
ery and death succeed an- 
other, only more deadly. He 
expressed the view that the 
world would be definitely re- 
lieved of one of its burdens 
cf worry were the entire pro- 
cession eliminated. 


The noted Johns Hopkins 


man said that his views on 
the use of gas hold good with 
reference to the bombing of 
defenceless towns from air- 
planes. 
He believed that 


the airplane has undreamed 
ft. net 


of \ possibilities for the future, but that the ra- 
tional beings who evolved it should be able to 
eliminate its use for destructive purposes. 


"I have a^strong feeling against the use of 


poison gases in warfare, and I should be very 
glad if the leading nations would agree to abol- 
ish them," Dr. Remsen said. 


"It is conceivable that gases, much more dead- 


ly than any of those used in the late war, may 
be made in the future, and those that were used 
were surely bad enough. 


"Of course war cannot be carried on without 


horrors, but I believe the great majority of the 
people of the' earth , would feel better if the 
horror of poison gas could be got rid of. 


"I say nothing concerning the difficulty of 


keeping an agreement of the kind under con 
sideration. If one nation should break the pact, 
others would have to follow suit. That is what 
happened in the last war, I understand. 
Still 


I hope an effort will, be made to accomplish the 
desired object. I need hardly add that my feel- 
ing against the bombing of defenceless towns 
is quite as strong as the feeling I have against 
the use of poison gases." 


Dr. Remsen said that he has not quite made 


up his mind yet concerning abolition of the sub- 
marine. He is not sure that the submarine has 
not a legitimate use in war, as, for instance, 
running blockades! He feels equally strongly, 
however, that it should not be made an engine 
of destruction to the defenseless. 


Although he feels so strongly on the subject 


of inhuman warfare, Dr. Remsen is not pre- 
pared to urge that the conference make these 
phases a direct issue. 
He believes that the 


major considerations before the conference are 
limitation of navies and armies and that the 
injection of many questions may hamper their 
happy solution.

The Struggle of The Irish for Freedom 


. (An Article in The American Magazine)

T 


HE issue in Ireland is simple. Ireland is 


not fighting for terms. 
Ireland is , not- 


fighting for concessions, nor for e new status 
within an alien Europe, nor even for Home Rule, 
Republicanism, or Nationalism. 
The- issuers 


' deeper than that, broader than any form, of' 
government. 
Ireland is fighting for just one 


thing, for the right of her people to be free— 
for Liberty. 


The cry of the Irish should be clear enough 


to every American versed in his country's his-., 
tory. "Give us our freedom. Cease imposing- 
conditions. 
Let us go our way in peace." 


Americans who do not know this can -never 
understand 
Ireland's cause. 
Americans to 


whom this makes no appeal can never'love or 
help the cause of liberty anywhere. Nor.can 
they see in the history of their own race any- 
thing that is either noble or founded on ''prin- 
ciples of right.' 


It is not that England's unfinished conquest 


of Ireland has been disastrous. It is not that, 
for 700 years, the Irish people have suffered as 
no other people ever did. It is not that her soil 
has' been swept by English armies and soaked 
with Irish blood. 


It is not that the fertile Irish land has become 


a land of famine. It is not that the military 
occupations of Thomas Cromwell, Sussex, Went- 
woVth. Oliver Cromwell and his son were huge 
and appalling tragedies, far worse than Ger- 
man rule in Belgium in the late war. It is not 
that an unparalleled policy of confiscation was 
adopted, the Irish driven to the swamps and 
forests, and foreign settlers brought in to seize 
their farms. 


It is not that the people have been loaded with 


taxes, exploited by an absent aristocracy, their 
industries that might conflict" with England's 
crushed, and navigation laws passed that crip- 
pled their agriculture. It is not that by famine 
and voluntary exile, Ireland's population has 
sunk from nine millions to four. It is not that 
Ministries and Parliaments have, year by year, 
gulled Ireland, broken the most solemn prom- 
ises, and thwarted every constructive impulse 
of the Irish people, till the greatest Englishmen 
cried "shame!" 


Said Edmund Spenser in Queen Elizabeth's 


time: "Out of every corner of the woods and 
glens they came creeping 
forth 
upon their 


hands, for their legs could not bear them; they 
looked like anatomies of death, they spake like 
ghosts crying out of their graves." 


Said Dean Swift, a hundred and forty years 


later: "They are every day dying and rotting by 
cold and famine, and filth and vermin, as fast 
as can be reasonably expected." 


Said General Gordon, the hero of Khartoum, 


, in Queen Victoria's reign, a-hundred and fifty 
years later: "The state of our fellow-country- 
men in the south-west of Ireland in worse than 
that of any people in the world—let alone 
Europe." 


And said Matthew Arnold; "I say, where thera 


is this misery going on for centuries after a 
conquest, acquiescence in the conquest cannot 
take place—a sense of permanent 
settlement 


and of the possessors' prescriptive title to their 
property cannot spring up, the conquered can- 
not blend themselves into one nation with their 
conquerors." 


These things—Ireland's terrible past, begin- 


ning with the first English invasion under Henry 
the Second and ending in the present military 
occupation under Sir Hamar Greenwood—these 
things, let us remember, are not the issue in 
Ireland. 


Today Mr. Lloyd George tells us that Eng- 


land offers Ireland more than her dead patriots 
ever hoped to get. Perhaps this is true. In. 
the early stages of the conflict between America 


'. and England our own patriots did not expect 


•independence. In 1774 Washington said that 
"anyone who thought we were ."setting up for 
~ independence. . . had been grossly abused. 
/And'even, after the battle of Bunker Hill he 
" opposed independence. 


'"In March, 1775, Benjamin Franklin said: ^o 
.American, drunk or sober, thought of independ-^ 
ence.V In April of the same year Jefferson 
v/rote: "We have not raised armies with designs 
of "separating from Great Britain and establish- 


• ing' independent States. 
Necessity has 
not 


' driven us into that desperate measure." 
' 
But 'just as it has driven Ireland, necessity 


did drive us to that desperate measure, though 
we were not exploited, not 
oppressed, not 


starved as "Ireland has been. Our lands were 
neither confiscated nor drenched in blood of our 
children. .' But when our people came to the 
cross roads and had to choose between liberty 
and continuing a' colony in an empire whose 
.colonial policy was in the words of the.Prime 


1 Minister "Colonies are only settlements mado 


in distant parts of the world for the improve- 
ment of trade," they did not hesitate in their 
choice. 
England's long delayed concessions 


were rejected—her offers of representation seen 
to be a sham. Through our struggle with an 
English King and his Tory Ministry Americans 
have grown to know the value of liberty. Ad- 
versity had brought us to the threshold of 
freedom, and as a liberty loving people we, like 
the Irish, would not turn back. 


The Prime Minister of England has sought 


to draw comparison between Ireland's wars for 
independence and the attempted secession of 
our Southern States. Surely Mr. Lloyd George 
should know better. 


The South tried to secede to extend slavery 


throughout this Continent. 


Ireland is seeking independence to bring lib- 


erty to her own little island. 


The Southerners, moreover men and women 


of our own race, had entered freely into a com- 
pact of federation. 


The Irish, a. race separate and distinct from 


the English have never accepted English rule 
and have fought against it for seven centuries. 


The people ^f the South, had they seceded, 


would have dominated America, ruling our do- 
mestic and foreign policy alike. 


A free Ireland carries no such menace to Eng- 


land. It will not only not endanger England 
but give her a friendly neighbor in exchange 
for a wronged and irreconcilable enemy within 
her Dominions. 


Mr. Lloyd George informs the Irish people 


that his offer embodies substantial liberty. Let 
us see if this is true. 
Does it free Ireland from 


unwilling partnership in England's commercial 
and military Imperialism, her armament and 
wars, on which, under the offer Ireland would 
have no appreciable vote? 


Does it absolve Ireland from sharing in the 


oppression of weaker peoples aspiring to a 
promised liberty, as Ireland aspires to liberty 
denied? 


Does it free the Irish coast from investment 


by British navies, her land from the recruit- 
ing and maintenance of British armies and 
the air above her from domination by British 
aerial fleets. Does the Irish nation, under the 
offer, escape responsibility for British secret 
diplomacy, and the cost in money, life, and hap- 
piness that follow ini-its train? 


We owe a great debt to th'e people of England 


for their traditions of liberty, their literature, 
their contributions to science and art that are 
the common inheritance of all of us. And for 
this reason every American, who hopes for 
friendly relations between these two great coun- 
tries, should denounce her Government's denial 
of Irish liberty.
